The future of relations between tlie 
Federal Republic and the Soviet Union 
carinot be measured by the yardstick 
of agreements now concluded, Longe 
tern developınents and the general 
tenor of relations will prove of greater 
signiflcance, 

In this wide-ranging context the 
possibility of Bonn changing either the 
mph or the direction of its foreign 
and econontic policies cannot be 
precluded. This applies in particular to 
economic and industrial cooperation. 

Bonn is already talking in terms of a 
Soviet embrace in this connection, and 
there are a number of motives behind 
the Russian hug. 

In a number of sectors the Soviet 
Union has technological gaps to bridge, 
and the Russians no doubt overestimate 
this country’s economic and industrial 
possibilities. They certainly still feel 
that German engineering : and teclı- 
nology are capable of working eco- 
nomic miracles,

about racfical changes in the situation 
in Europe. Anxiety on this score 
cannot merely be dismissed as an 
outmoded historical response. 

Konral Adenauer, who knew his 
fellow-countrymen only. too well, 
sought to forestall the temptation to 
come tu terms with tho East by firmly 
committing the Federal Republic to 
support for the West, 

Now integration with the West did 
not reach quilo the scale Adenauer had 
envisaged, and what is more the entire 
praceeding suffered from the dlisad- 
vanlage of ussuming that the newly- 
established Federal Republic, an un- 
written book in the annals of history, 
would never uguin be fuced with the 
need or prospect of deciding hetween 
East and West. 

For long years the East has been 
banished front consideration, exvept fo 
superficial reasons at election time, and 
its restoration to the forcign policy 
agenda has given rise to aların among 
many observers, particularly in ineigh- 
bouring countries. 

More than ever it is incumbent ou 
this country's diplomacy to supply 
proof positive that Germany is no 
longer either willing or in a posillon to 
plunge Europe Into adventurous po- 
licies, 

Yet for this very reason Bonn nıust 
come to terms with the East as well so 
as to preclude the possibility of either 
mistakes or misunderstandings. 

Willy Brandt and Leonid Brezhnev 
ure both anything but political od. 
venturers. The one will not demand 
and the other not consider a volte-face 
by this country., Indeed, this is not the 
issue at stake, 

On international topics such as the 
European seçurity conference and 
mutual balanced force reduction both

The compuisory 
introduction of this test at all 
the Federal Republc would trace the 350 
to 700 newly-born children with the 
disease (some seven hundred thousund 
children are burn every year) ûd increase 
their chances of survivul, 

The current preventive tests only leud 
to the early diagnosis of the disease in 
Seventy cases û year, The new test strips 
Nill be on the market from I July onwards.

The corrdition of these 
depressives deterlorates when they feel 
that nobody can cure them and that there 
fs no reason for their physical complaints 
or lasting HllHumour, Thoughts of sulcide 
cannot! fen be ruled out, Rudolf 
Meyendorf, head physician at Munich. 
University Neurologieal Hospital, claims.

She retained her health and mêntal 
cornposure for the next three years 
before consulting her doctor again 
because of headaches, vortigo and restless 
sleep. Apart from high blood pressure, 
there Were no organic complaints calling 
for treatment, 

Once again anti-depressive drugs were 
prescribed, the woman's circulation 
retumed to nomal, her psychosomatic 
disorders disappeared and since then she 
has suffered no further complain ts. 

A number of causes contribute to the 
emezgence of the hidden depresslon 
syndrome. Though patients may clalm 
that conflicts in their everyday life are 
the root cause of thelr troublos, Professor 
Walcher states that they only encourage 
the state of depression. 

Even a minor trauma can set the 
Process of depression in motion.

The survey was conducted in fifty 
countries and reveals that 37 per cent of 
all deaths are caused by diseases of the 
heart or circulation. In 29 industrial 
nations aş many as 39 per cent of male 
deaths in the 25 to 64 age range can be 
attributed to this cause, Hearl disease 
kills more people than cancer, accidents 
Of infectious diseases, 

Diseases of the heart and circulation are 
also sald to be responsible for the decline 
in life expectancy among males. The 
specialists attending the conference 

refore discussed the possibilty of 
Intemational cooperation in fighting 
these complaints, Early diagnosis and 
Preventive treatment were recommended 
as suitable measures.
